The National Cattle and Home Grow- 


ers Association, now holding a convea. 
tion in SS. Lotus, is somewhat inclined 
tO'maguify the business it represents. 
It claims to represent IhQ ownership of 
forty mno million head of cattle, when 
there are not so many in tto entire 
country. In 1870 there were in round 
numbers twenty five million head [of cat- 
tle in tho United States. In 1830 these 
had increased to nearly thirty six million, 
or an annual avorago increase for the 
decade of about four per cent. If there 
were forty nine million cattle in the 
country at tho present time it would in- 
dicate an avorago annual increase ot 7.2 
per cent, which is altogether too largo 
to be true or accurate. Then, as these 
persons do not represent all the cattle in 
tho United States, the absurdity of their 
oiaim is only made the more manifest 
Tbeae people are almost exolusiAely from 
the western states and territories, the 
more active and noisy of the delegates 
coming from the range and ranch dis 
nets.

mitlees represent. Then no new pension 
legislation should bo enacted which will 
have tbe effect of still further opening 
tho doors to claims and claimants. It is 
now nearly jtweuty-ene yaars since the 
last shot was fired, and this is surely 
ample for tbo receipt ot ail jastclaims 
With these two policies clearly outlined 
by snitlcient legislation the beneficent 
system ot pensions which tho govern- 
ment of the United States has devised 
may be made a real blessing and not a 
medium through which frauds and pre- 
tenders practice there impositions."
